A brief explanation of the request (including purpose) and why it is a valuable use of taxpayer 
funds (up to 1200 character limit—approx. 200 words):   Akron Children’s Hospital is 
undertaking a significant capital expenditure with the purchase and implementation of an integrated 
clinical access and revenue software application (Epic) which will automate the workflow and 
documentation processes within the healthcare system.  The Epic system will allow for electronic 
medical records (EMR) that will use the one patient, one record, one system model, which will 
improve communication between caregivers across the health system/continuum of care.  The use 
of the Epic software is consistent with other children’s hospitals within Ohio adopting Epic. The 
implementation of an electronic medical record system will allow for the creation of a single master 
patient record, which will improve all patient and family interactions with staff and caregivers by 
improving coordination of care and minimizing inefficient transitions between care areas.

Unfortunately, fire training programs in Northeast Ohio are still 

dependent on acquiring old structures and homes in the community to practice 

a live burn.  Such structures provide a number of safety risks and dangers to 

trainees and firefighters taking recertification courses.  Despite best efforts, the 

practice of utilizing old structures and homes often leads to roofs collapsing, 

people falling, walls tumbling, stair banisters failing.  In addition environmental 

laws are such that you can no longer just burn old structures without investing 

thousands of dollars to ensure they are environmentally safe.   

 

The requested funds will be used to acquire a stand-alone burn tower structure 

to train both future firefighters and provide professional development 

requirements (state and federally mandated) to current firefighters throughout 
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the region.  This is extremely important as there is currently no burn tower 

accessible in the region and resources to send firefighters to such a training sites 

outside the area, especially volunteer firefighters, are extremely scarce if not 

none existent.   

Assembly of this training equipment will create 30 jobs.  Once operational, 50 

individuals will be trained annually.

The goal is to remove the most significant barrier inhibiting U.S. development of offshore 
windpower, the high cost of WTG construction, operation and maintenance. This project 
encompasses long-term R&D that will not be undertaken by the private sector in the near future due 
to its short term R&D perspective.
